Is 
there such a thing as communion 
of the Holy Ghost, or with the 
Holy GhoBt ? If there is, why 
is not some one writing more 
about it * How it may be sweet, 
comfort! tin and joy to the soul ? 

Painful it is, yet true, that the 
Holy Ghost is going out of the 
religion of the day and period. 
Instead of being spiritual, it is 
falling away into a mere intellect- 
ual exercise. Instead of the 
hearth turning inside out to the 
spirit of God, the mind falls into 
a reverie ol beautiful words 
snd delicate sentences, spiritual- 
ity is unknown and the religion 
is only mind religion and not 
eonl devotion. 

May God turn the hearts of 
his people from that dangerous 
delusion and Phariseeism sail- 
ing under latter-day colore, and 
fill their hearts with the Holy 
Ghost, so that they will speak 
•bout the Holy Ghost, write 
about the Holy Ghost, sing about 
the Holy Ghost, adore the Holy 
Ghost, praise the Holy Ghost 
and commune with the Holy 
Ghost. 

A Holy Ghost religion is tbe 
great want of the age, it alone is 
tbe true religion of tbe everlast- 
ing Father. 

Father remember thy poor 
servants and give them the Holy 
Ghost. 


The Least Command mentg. 

The most wonderful work ever 
done by any man was performed 
by Jesus Christ in less than three 
Mid a half years. It must be al- 
lowed though that the preced- 
ing part of bil life had great in- 


fluence in making his public 
work successful. 

Only so short a time being al- 
lowed to tbe work he was to 
perform, every moment was made 
heavy with the duties crowded 
into it, and do time waa spent 
in rehersing the lessons that 
were taught. Perfection marked 
every touch the Master made. 
After a command was once given, 
it was never changed or repeat- 
ed. 

With these facte in mind, turn 
to the sermon on the mount and 
weigh its purposes. No grander 
precepts ever came from divine 
authority than are contained in 
it. These precepts are called 
the least commandments, by 
Christ; and whosoever obeys and 
teaches them shall be called 
great in the kingdom of heaven ; 
and he who does not do so, ehall 
be called least in the kingdom of 
heaven. 

That whole sermon may very 
appropriately be called the rule 
of righteousness. It commences 
with a delineation ot the future 
of righteous people — they ehall 
possess the kingdom ot heaven, 
be comforted, inherit the earth, 
filled with righteousness, obtain 
mercy, see God, be called the 
children of God, have great re- 
ward in heaven. Glory to God 
for theae soul -satisfying promises! 
Such is the reward the righteous 
shall receive aud such they shall 
be. 

The great statute of that ser- 
mon is the righteous man. The 
sermon first defines what he 
shall be, which is named above. 
Then it defines what he now is : 

1. The salt of the earth, or 
preserver ot the earth ; 2, "the 
light of the world." These are 
the two great offices that the 
righteous fills. He preserves 
the earth and enlightens the 
world. Seeing then that the 
righteous man performs such an 
important part in this existence, 
and is to receive so much in 
blessings in the future, no godly 
inducement is wanting to make 
it an object to become righteous. 

Before the time ol Christ, the 
law was the only rule ot 
righteousness known to men. 
Therefore, in his sermon, he 
prefaces hie rales by the state- 
ment that he came not to destroy 
tbe law or the prophets ; but to 
fulfill — that bis mission was not 
antagonistic thereto, but in 
harmony therewith. Therefore 
he who shall break one of these 
least commandments that I am 
now about to deliver to you, 
shall be called least in the king- 
dom of heaven ; but whosoever 
shall do and teach them ehall be 
called great in the kingdom of 
heaven. Then is added the fact 
that a certain degree of righteous- 
ness is iudispeusible to enter 
tli at kingdom — it must exceed 
the righteousness el the Scribes 
and Pharisees. 

Now the great question with 
that audience at that stage ot the 
sermon, was, "How shall I be- 
come more righteous than the 
Scribes and Pharisees?' This 
overwhelming question Christ 
answers in the remainder of his 
sermon, as he lays down the 
least commandments. 

The first one ot the least com- 
mandments is that a man shall 
not be angry with his brother 
without cause. The man who 
obeys and teaches this, has done 
a part toward being great in the 
kingdom of heaven. Bat all 
reasonable men will admit that 
if any man does get, angry at hit 


brother without a .came, that the 
crime ie not ao great that he 
should be kept out of the king- 
dom of heaven. 

Again in that sermon, the pre- 
cept ia given that men should 
take heed how they give alms. 
The left hand is not to know 
what the right hand doeth. 
Tnia ie one of the least com- 
mandments. Ifa bro thershonld 
fail in giving alms in that way, 
it would be very severe judge- 
ment to say that he could never 
enter the kingdom of heaven. 
The Bible does not say so, but on 
the contrary, that be shall be 
called least in the kingdom. 

Judge not that ye be not judged 
is another one of the least 
commandments ; but the reader 
would consider the man very 
severe who woo Id assign tbe 
man to endless punishment who 
would thoughtlessly judge an- 
other. The scripture does not, 
it only calls him least in the 
kingdom of heaven. 

As mnoh may be said of every 
command found in tbe sermon 
on the monnt. The precepts of 
that famous sermon are all least 
commandments. An examina- 
tion will satisfy the -profound 
mind. Nothing is said about 
murder, bearing false witness, 
theft, oovetoueness, and adultery 
is only mentioned without a 
commandment ; except the 
adultery of desire. The great 
commands are all left out. Even 
nothing ie said about loving 
God, the first and great com- 
mandment ot the law. It is im- 
portant to bear that fact in 
memory when studying this ser- 
mon. A man can obey all the 
great commands and still be 
neither salt to the earth nor a 
light to tbe world, and even not 
righteous iu the fall sense. But 
the man who obeys half of the 
least commandments will have 
many good qualities, while the 
one who obeys them all is salt to 
the earth, a light to the world, a 
grand and noble citizen, and he 
will make the neighborhood 
better where he lives, benefit 
society in every quality that 
strengthens virtue and creates 
happiness. His whole life will 
be a living epistle known and 
read with gladness and profit. 
His end will be peace and the 
reward is his. 

That grand sermon ! Head it, 
and read it and read it over 
again. It is a complete rale of 
righteousness. It covers every 
question that may arise and create 
difficulty in society, aud necessary 
to ma Ice people better. After a 
man has repented, been baptized, 
partaken of the holy communion, 
he needs to follow nothing 
more than to obey to make 
himself better.' Observe the or- 
dinances, love the brethren and 
obey the teachings of the sermon 
on the ni"uut, these comprise 
the whole duty of Christians.
